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THE.  BRITISH  APPLE  IvAHHFT 

There  was  little  change  in  the  prices  paid  for  carrel ed  apples  on 
-  the  Liverpool  auction  Wednesday,  November  11,  compared  with  last  week,  ac- 
cording to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe  for  the 
Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.     Supplies  were  liberal, 
•amounting  to  68,000  "barrels  of  which  34,000  were  offered  at  the  auction. 
American  barreled  apples  were  heavy  and  consisted  mostly  of  Virginia  stock. 
The  condition  of . the  fruit  was  good,  with  .barrels  mostly  tight.     There  was 
a' moderate  inquiry ,  for  barreled  stock*    Boxed  'apple  supplies  were  light  and 
in  good  condition.    Demand  was  moderate.    Boxed  Oregon  Uewtowns  sold  at 
higher  prices  than  last  week. 

Prices  paid  at  London  for  barreled  apples  were  generally  below  last 
week's  prices  but  still  above  those  ruling  at  Liverpool.     Supplies  of  bar- 
reled apples,  which  consisted  mostly  of  American  apples,  were  moderate. 
The  condition  of  the*,  fruit- was  generally  good.    Demand  was  active  on  high 
■grade  fruit.    Boxed  apple  prices  showed  some  advance  over  last  week. 
Boxed  pears  also  were  higher  than  last  week. 

Shipments  of  American  apples  to  Prance  have. been  much  greater  than 
last  year.     These  heavy  shipments  have  over- stocked  the  markets  with  small 
and  poorly  colored  , apples .    Only  large,  well-colored  apples  are  wanted  on 
the  French  market;  others  are  .impossible  to  move  at  satisfactory  prices. 
Earlier  in  the  season  it  was  hoped  that  auction  sales  would  be  inaugax-ated 
at  Havre  but  they  have  failed  to  material: ze.    French  importers  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  duty  on  apples  is  not  likely  to  be  increased  despite  the 
agitation  of  local  growers.     The  Antwerp  and  Rotterdam  markets  require  only 
well-colored  No  .  1  fruit,  since  there  are  ample  supplier  of  home-grown 
fruit  on  those  markets  which  will  probably  hold  out  until  .January.  Heavy 
supplies  of  apples  are  afloat  to  arrive  in  the  United  Kingdom  next  week. 
Chartered  ships  from  American  ports  have,  been  arriving  with_§p_me  of  their 
barreled  apple  cargo  stowed  on  end  which  has  resulted  in  heavy  breakage. 
Canadian  chartered  boats. which  have  stowed  all  barrels  on  the  bilge  are 
landing  their  fruit  in  perfect  condition. 

Arrivals  of  fruit  in  the  United  Kingdom  this  week  ended  Tuesday: 
Apples,  150,000  barrels,  151,400  boxes,  2,100  baskets  from 'the  United 
States  and  Canada;  pears,  30,000  boxes  from  the  United  States;  grapes, 
77,000  barrels  from  Spain  and  600  packages  from  California.     Shipments  ex- 
pected during  the  next  week;     Apples,  265,000  barrels,  74,500  boxes, 
2,100  baskets  from  the  United  States  and  Canada;  pears,  23,000  boxes  from 
the  United  States;  and  grapes,  1,000  packages  from  California.     The  fol- 
lowing quotations  have  been  converted  from  sterling  to  dollars  at  the  pre- 
vailing rates  of  exchange.    On  November  12,  1930,  the  rate  was  $4.86  to  the 
pound,  November  4,  1931,  $3.75,  and  November  11,  1931,  $3.80. '
